RICHMOND, Va.. Nov. 13.—Mis- 


sions—the beginnings, struggles and 
accomplishments of the 
evangelical 


movement in Virginia and the state's 
dominant part there—occupied 
the 


session of the Baptist General Asso- 
ciation of Virginia here tonight. Ad- 
dresses by Dr. John F. Vinet, pastor 
of the First Church of Roanoke, on 
"home missions", and by Dr. George 
V/. McDanieZ, of Richmond, on "for- 
eign missions"', provided the features 
which inspired the 4,000 messengers 
and visitors t\ho filled the city au- 
ditorium. 


Bluefielcl, TV Va. . ivfcere Virginia 
Baptists have built and now support 
a school tcr boys, -nras chosen at the 
place for the 1024 session of the as- 
sociation at this afternoon's meeting, 
when also the convention adopted a. 
budget of $1.500,000 for 1925. 
The 


cause o fthe aged ministers relief and 
the 
Southern 
Baptist 
convention's 


plan for 
"adjusted 
compensation" 


for veteran preachers was presented 
by Dr. J. L. Rosser. Bristol pastor. 


The association, ivhicn Is celebrat- 
ing its centennial of organization, will 
conclude its meetings tomorrow night 
after business sessions and addresses 
by Dr. H. TV. Battle of Charlottesville, 
in the morning, and Dr. E. T. Mul- 
ling, president of the Southern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, at Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, and others, at the 
final session. 


The chief foes of home missions 
and "the advance of Chrisrtianty in 
the world today," Dr. Vine declared, 
"are the peril of prosperity, the pla- 
gue of 
lawlessness, 
and 
religious 
-hams." After visiting fifteen foreign 
countries from which he had just re- 
turned, the Bristol minister asserted 
he was convinced that this country 
faces the same dangers which caused 
other countries to sink and decay. 


"The future of the home mission 


board," said Dr. Vine, "is the sup- 
reme work of building up the waste 
places, the saving of the south for 
the sake of America, that America 
might save the world." 
Picturing the ivork and the vision 


of the early Baptist leaders in Vir- 
ginia, the speaker discovered the real- 
ization of these prophetic dreams ia 
the accomplishments of the eia. 


Dr. McDaniel. who is pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of Richmond, 
recounted the deeds, problems and 
progress of the denominational lead- 
ers in the period before 1S23. which 
he called the "period of beginnings." 
the struggles of the period of opposi- 
tion"—from 1923 to 1843—and Bap- 
tist activities in the "period of de- 
velopment" between 
1845 to I860. 


The growth of the foreign mission 
work from a small beginning was 
portraved in accurate and interesting 
detail. 


The years following the war be- 


tween the state he termed the "per- 
iod of adversity" when the "havoc of 
war was followed by the hell of re- 
construction." During this time for- 
eign missions saved the life of the 
Southern 
Baptist 
convention. Mr. 


McDaniel declared. 
The present "period of prosperity." 


he said, beginning in 1879 when Vir- 
ginia was "rising from the ashes of 
war" found the Old Dominion lead- 
ing her sister southern state in con- 
tributions to foreign missions in half 
of the forty-three years. Coming; to 
the prei-ent time, the/ speaker said: 
"That -which 5? nearest may lack 
appreciation.

"Of all the sources of getting pol- 


itical information, the betting baro- 
meter is by far the most reliable. For 
politicians and editors are Influenced 
by their own personal likes, or by 
party loyalty. They may form faulty 
conclusions by constantly associating 
•with their own political kind. 
But 


not so with the bettor. 
He weights 


every situation and forms his judg- 
ment 
-without being influenced 
by 


anything except hard facts. And he 
backs his judgment accordingly." 


There has been a tightening of the 


odds since the first money on the 
campaign appeared in Wall Street 
last July.

• dozen different nations will be asked, 
through the Near East Relief and its 
affiliated and co-operating organiza- 
tions, to observe the day as one of 
international goodwill and, as a prac- 
tical expression of the Golden Rule 
principle, to serve * dinner approxi- 
'mately the same as that served every 
day in the year to the orphan chil- 
dren in the care of the Near East 
Relief and to contribute the differ- 
,ence between the cost of this meal 
and the usual Sunday dinner to the 
support of the orphans. 


"Fully five hundred million people 


in Europe, Asia, Africa, America and 
Australia, or nearly one-half the pop-

of the Golden Rule are requested to 
provide for their Sunday dinner the 
same menu as that approved and used 
for at least 50,000 orphans in the Near 
East every day.

"rump" cabinet will not be able to ^survive the Parliamentary af- 
tacks awaiting it from the German nationalists and the powerful 
socialist parties.

and went around telling what to do 
we would be sent a. list of steamship 
sailings. Perhaps it is a fine thing 
that we are so eager to listen to everv 
one and to extend our hospitality so 
g-enerously.

not rush too hastily to the coiiclu- 
sions that foreign influences present. 
Certain countries may attempt to fill 
the United States with spoken and 
written propaganda.
